The whining compla-nt of tho flO- 
called Opposition is that "The .^linistry 
won't resign.' Oi?ourso they won't.Wby 
Should Ihoy.eolong as Ibey havo more 
than tbree-fonrlhs of the Uonso at 
their back 1 There need bo no husila- 
tion whatever in affinuing that a direct 
TOte of want of confldoiicu would not at 
the present time command more than six 
votes, in all probability loss.

at rest. As for iho conlention ihut iho 
vote on the Lunacy Bill was latamoaot to 
a vote of want of confidence, it ia really 
too absurd to deserve nitenlioo.

The roprcHjutativool a consiilucney doLS 
not couBo to bo such by becoming a 
Cabinet Minister, nor does he in any 
degree sarronder tho right of inlrodac- 
iog such measures as his consiiiuentH 
or, in hifl cpinion, tho country deniandrf.

and if ihoro had heen ooy doubts oti the 
point, ttioy must have been set at roht 
by tho distinct Blatement imuio by tin- 
Altoruey Genciwl in inlroduemg tiiu 
mcnHure, and, aguin, on itio occiisioii ol 
moving ilB liuci'iid nailing. J'jvcry- 
ono knows how hun,jry tho ao-cal!-. i 
Opposition are for tho 'spoils of cilice {' 
but it is absurd to expect that iho 
Ministiy will surrender to every po iti- 
ral moDUlebank and preeipuaio ilio 
country inio coiilusion doubly eonlouncJ- 
ed, — le'avo it lu bo piling! d and deairoy- 
ed. Wo Iruit iln'y havu toj high a souio 
of duly and responbibiliiy to bo guilty 
of any thing so unpatriollo and absurd ; 
a'od those who arc urging HUoh a coui-hu 
Upon the Government do hut tx])Obo 
tbemselvos to (aibllc ridicule.
